The invention set forth in claims 1, 5 and 6 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 
cited in the international search report. 

Claim 1 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of making the file (9) which performs a 
reciprocating movement linearly, which is disclosed in 
document 1 (column 6, lines 2-10, the elements marked 
with reference numbers (9) and (9a) which appear second 
and third from the bottom in the fig. 5), move in an 
angled reciprocating movement, as described in document 1 
(column 4, lines 18-19 and fig. 11a and lib) . 

Claims 5 and 6 

The matter of the angle in relation to the shaft 
(71a) of the file disclosed in document 1 and the range 
of the angle of movement of the angled reciprocating 
movement could be determined appropriately by a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
